I plan six of these such books. These volumes will cover all the 
loose papers that I could locate in the State Land Office in Baton Rouge 
covering the period from 1819 to 1840. This collection contains many 
deeds that were in the old Deed Books A and 8 that have long since been 
Forgotten. Another will be a book of deeds that were transcribed for 
Tangipahoa Parish when that area was created into a parish in 1869. 

This volume will also cover the period 1819-1869 It is my belief that 
the deeds were not destroyed in 1854 but Babar eahiy the estates and 
. marriage files were since no early records have been found. 


All of these small volumes will be turned eventually into a detailed 
history of our parish. Thus far very little has been written on our 
YH beloved section of Louisiana. It is indeed a pity that such little inter- 
' est has been shown toward these lines, but with the recent centennial 
\ celebrations many things that would have suffered total oblivion have now 
,inade their way into the present for a lasting duration. 
% I hope that this volume, as well as the subsequent ones, will be 
\ of use to the many citizens of llashington Parish, as well as to all that 
have tap roots in our native soil.

PAPERS OF HONORABLE HARDY RICHARDSON 


LAWYER, STATE SENATOR, AND COLONEL IN CSA 


Hardy Richardson was born April 20, 1822, in Washington Parish, 
Louisiana, on the banks of a small stream called Lea's Creek. He was 
born in a crude cabin of average means pioneer stock, Stephen Richardson 
and his wife Elizabeth (Betsy) Morris. 


Steve Richardson was active in Washington Parish politics in the 
formative years of its history. Richardson was thus inclined because 
of the elder Richardson who was a son of a Bullock County, Georgia, Justice, 
Hardy Richardson. His mother's father, William Morris, was the first 
man to fill the position of Deputy Sheriff in St. Tammany Parish when 
it was created in 1811. 


The Richardson family was Georgia stock, while the Morris clan was 
of Orangeburgh District, South Carolina. The wife of William Morris, 
also of the same district, was a daughter of Wetten Hall Warner, an 
early Justice in Orangeburgh District, as well as sister of Colonel 
Thomas Cargill Warner, commander of the 12th and 13th Louisiana Militia, 
Battle of New Orleans, as well as Judge in St. Tammany and Washington 
Parishes. 


With such a family background, it is not questionable why the 
younger Richardson became a lawyer. He was one of the first native-born 
sons to serve in his parish before the Bench and Bar, 


Richardson was so adapted to his profession, that in 1846 at the age 
of 24 years he ran for & captured the senatorial seat for the Eighth 
Senatorial District of Louisiana. He served in this capacity for six 
years, or 3 two-year terms. He lost his seat in 1852 for the 1853-1854 
sessions but recaptured it in 1854 for three more terms. He had only 
been re-elected for a short period of time when the state broke away 
From the Union. 


Richardson signed the Ordinance of Secession for Louisiana to 
withdraw from the Union in April, 1861. He afterwards resigned anu came 
back to his native parish and organized a troop which adopted the name 
Washington Rifles, 


The Washington Rifles trained at Camp Moore, Tangipahoa, Louisiana. 
Upon completion of their training they were assigned to the Ninth 
Louisiana Regiment, Company J]. They were then transferred to the Army 
of North Virginia. 
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in July, 1883. He had been active in politics, U 
masonic and educational work throughout his active year 
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The collection of papers that follow were papers left in his f 








and carefully preserved by his daughter, Mary Anne Mirande Richardson, a 
wife of Joseph Carter. They have been arranged in the following fashion 
by a distant relative of Senator Richardson, E. Russ Williams, Jr., of 
Bogalusa, Louisiana, by consent of firs. Maude Richardson Stone of 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana. ; 





The collection deals with early court and law matters in Washington 
Parish prior to and after the Civil War period. It helps fill the gap 
of missing records for the Parish since all records of a legal nature 
were destroyed in 1854 and 1897 by two court house fires. :

Monroe aged Twenty Eight years one negro boy named Wilson aged Eleven 
years and one bed bedding etc together with other disposition hereinafter 
made in her favor. 
Third. I give and bequeath to my son John Carmon one negro boy named 
Alexander aged about seventeen years one negro woman named Judge aged about 
Sixty years three feather beds with bedding etc and with burdens hereafter 
imposed the undivided half being my entire interest therein to the two 
sections of land of six Hundred and forty acres each upon which I now reside 
* with all the improvements and a(lso) the tract of Land known as the 
Wadsworth place containing two Hundred and twenty acres the first named two 
sections or my interest therein being estimated at the price of Seven 
Hundred and fifty Dollars is burdened with two thirds of that sum one third 
of which paid by my son John Carmon to my daughter Mrs. Mary Ann Kirkland 







and the other third to be reserved by my said son for. mself @ 
heirs and the Wadsworth place being estimated at the price of Or 
Dollare is burdened with tuo thirds of that sum the disposition of ut ch 
to be made in the manner and under the same ratio as that Just described 
for the undivided half of the two sections amongst my said three heirs 
Fourth. I give and bequeath to my two grandchildren Hilton Winfield and 

Mary Unis Pamelia Barton the negro woman named Elizabeth aged twenty one 

years and a negro boy named Doctor William aged about ten years with one 

bed etc with the addition of the dispositions hereinbefore made and here- 
inafter to be made in their favors. 

Fifth. For the natural love and affection which I have for my husband 

Isaac A. Myles and for other good causes and considerations I give and 
bequeath to unto him the slaves George aged twenty three years and 

Frank aged about sixty years and one bed bedding etc besides the dispositions 
hereinafter made in his favour. 

Sixth. It is my will and desire that all my personal property consisting 

of horses cattle hogs and other stock which I may die possed (sic) of 

together with my farming utensils household furniture etc after my death shall 
be divided in Kind as equally as can be between my three heirs and my said 
husband each to receive one fourth thapeof and that all other property which 

I may die seized of shall be sold in a legal manner and the proceeds after 

the payment of my debts to be equally divided between my aforesaid three 
heirs. 

Seventh. It is my will and desire that the debts which I may owe after 

my decease shall be equally borne by my said three heirs and my said husband 


for that purpose. 

Eighth, It is my will and desire that the said sum which my son John is 
bound to pay to my two grandchildren under the provisions of the third 

Item of this my last will and testament be retained by him and in his 

hands until the majority or emancipation by marriage or otherwise of my 

Said two grandchildren. 

Ninth. I hereby appoint John Carmon of this Parish and state and Ezekiel 

P. Ellis of the town of Covington Parish St. Tammany, La. the sole executors

Sunny Hill, La. My Dear Sir, | ; 
I am in receipt of your favor of recent date, and in reply 
enclose herewith a letter from the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office here referring to the homestead and other patents for lands in 
Louisiana which have not been entered by other parties. You will see by 
the letter that these patents ought to be in the land office at New Orleans 
except those which may be on file in the land office here, having been 
retained here at the breaking out of the war. If you will make out a list 
of those who held duplicate receipts or send me the list of the names 
of the parties, designating the subdivisions of land I will see that the 
matter is attenied to here so far as the patents which may be on file here 
are concerned. But I would advise you first to write to the land office 
in New Orleans to see what patents remain on file there we can then probably 
better ascertain what patents remain on file here which have not been 
issued. I shall take pleasure in attending to this matter for your people, 
I have been very busy for the last two months here in endeavoring, if 
possible, to get some united favorable action for our unfortunate people 
who have suffered such disasters from the present overflow, and have hardly 
had time to give my attention to any other matter. The trouble with us is 
to unite among ourselves, and that has been the difficulty the whole way 
through this controversy. The pecple in our own State, and in the other 
states subject to overflow from the Mississippi River have got a false 
impression, and they seem to think we have been trying to improve the 
navigation of the river and not build levees to protect the lands from 
overflow. This impression has gone abroad through the press but the records 
of Congress show clearly and distinctly that we have adhered consistently 
throughout to the policy of protecting the alluvial lands from overflow as 
well as to improve the navigation of the river. You will find in the speech 
that I made on the 8th of June 1878, which was the first speech that was 
ever made in Congress in favor of establishing a board of experts eminent 
as engineers both taken from the officers of the army and navy as well as 
from civil life, that it contemplated that this Board should take into 
consideration the protection of the alluvial lands as well as to improve 
the navigation, and in every test which has been made by a vote in the 
House of Representatives since I have been a member we have always carried 
the question whenever it was put. In the 45th Congress when Mrs "Sparks of 
Illinois moved to strike out from the bill those provisions which required 
this Commission to pass upon and examine into and report plans to protect 
the alluvial lands, the House voted it down by a large majority. The present 
organic act of the Commission required them specifically to report upon the 
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jetty system, the outlet system and the levee system, for the pu Se 
ascertaining the best method of treating the Mississippi River so as 
prevent destructive floods and to protect the banks from caving. This | 
Clearly meant--as clear as the English language could express it, to commit 
Congress to the policy of preventing the overflows of the alluvial lands — 
of the delta. The other question, which was equally important and which 
was also to be inquired into by the Commission was to correct and permanently 
locate and deepen the channel of the river for the purpose of navigation. 

So the two propositions have been kept clear and distinct from each other. 
The commission have also been united in the proposition that confining the 
waters to the channel of the river both in low and in high water by jetties 
and by levees was also a method to permanently locate and deepen the channel 
and prevent overflows. Yet you find our own people, who have lived all 
their lives upon the Mississippi River differ in opinion upon this subject. 
They look principally to the question of the protection of the alluvial 
lands as they are more deeply interested in that question than the other, 
because below the mouth of Red river, where "2 have no shoal bars even in 
low water, the river does not Tequire deepening for the purpose of improving 
the navigation and the work to be done there will be solely for the purpose 
of protecting our alluvial lands from overflow. But I trust we will succeed 
in obtaining relief in this congress. There seems to be a disposition upon 
the part of statesmen everywhere throughout the country to give us relief 
From the disastrous floods from which we are now suffering, but the delega- 
tions from the different states who represent that section of country are 
divided, as you see by the bills introduced in Congress. Garland of Arkansas 
has offered a bill for $15000000 based upon estimates founded in his own 
imagination. Kellogg has reported a bill from his Committee for $6,000000 
looking solely to the improvement of the navigation of the river. Thomas of 
the Committee on Levees and Impre-vements of the Mississippi River of the 
House has reported a bill for $6,800000 both to build the levees and to 
improve the navigation of the river, which bill ought to be supported by 
our members. Gibson who is on the Committee on Commerce is doing his best 
to get an appropriation for the river, but is dodging the question of pro- 
tection to the alluvial lands and has permitted the Committee on Commerce to 
make a liberal appropriation of upwards of $4000000 below the mouth of the 
Ohio coupled with a condition that none of this money is to be expended for 
the sole purpose of protecting the alluvial lands from overflow. I told 
Gibson that if that bill was Drought in the House thus hampered that I. 
would fight it to the bitter end and I do not know that I have any other 
member of the delegation standing by me, but I have made my attack so savage 
that he is considering it and has promised to endeavor to get the Committee 
on Commerce to modify their condition. I hope and trust it will be done. 
Thus you see some of the difficulties which stand in the way, yet I am 
satisfied that when the matter comes to be properly presented to the House ; 
that Congress will adopt the policy of protecting the alluvial lands as 
well as to improve the navigation of the river.
